Running Another Application With DeskMate II 


As you become familiar with DeskMate II, you may find it conve- 
nient to use its task-switching feature. This feature permits you 
to switch back and forth between DeskMate II and another soft- 
ware package, each in a separate area of your computer’s 
memory. 


Whenever it is feasible, run your secondary application (the ap- 
plication to which you are switching) in text mode rather than in 
graphic mode. For some applications running in graphic mode, it 
is not possible to switch tasks successfully from DeskMate II to 
the secondary application. | 


If you attempt such a switch and you encounter unexpected 
results, exit the secondary application if possible. Type exit 
at the system prompt to close the secondary memory 
partition and return to DeskMate II. 


If you are unable to exit the secondary application, switch back 
to DeskMate II, and return to the Main Menu. Then, reboot your 
system.
